The Mate as a Ketormer. 

In alluding vesterday to the exodus 
movement in this section, we suggested 
the fact that the colored people of Geor- 
yia were not actively engaged in_ politics 
as one of the reasous why they are more 
contented and comfortable than the col- 
ored people of any other southern state. 
This, however, as any reflecting person 
must discover, is only the beginning of a 
series of reasons, following each other in 
the order of progression. For example, 
why is not the (reorgia negro actively en- 
gaged in politics? There may be many 
answers to this question, but there is only 
one trne one; jie is engaged in taking 
care of hismnule. Not feeding, or water- 
ing, orcurrying Lim, but taking care of 
him in at once the most general and most 
particular sense; keeping him in sight; 
knowing that he is in the lot; feeling 
assured that he is weil enough to stand 
atthe trough. In this view of the case 
the mule is a reformer, for in taking care 
of this animal the cdlored man may be 
said to be taking care of himself—looking 
after his own welfare. 

No living man, it may be remarked, 
can-take any interest in politics, and at 
the same time look after a mule; for of 
all practical topics, the mule is the most 
paramount and absorbing, and it requires 
all the natural. and acquired intellect of 
the average colored man to devote him- 
self to the subject with any degree of 
personal safety or profit. Indeed, the 
necessities of the situation are such that 
those who undertake to look afterthe mule 
have their meals sent to them, and but for 
the activity and piquancy of ibeir charge 
would lead quite a lonely and unhappy 
life. A case in point occurred in At- 
lanta a few days ago. A colored man 
from Jonesboro came to the city for the 
purpose of purchasing a mule. He was 
directed to one of the sale stables and 
proceeded to investigate. The gentle- 
manly proprietor led him into the stable 
and pointed out a row of stalls reaching 
from one end of the building to the 
other. There were seventeen of these 
stalls, and in each, securely fastened by 


a halter, was a mule, The colored 


man said he wanted a Georgia 
mule. The proprietor said there 


was but one Georgia mule among the 
seventeen, but would not undertake to 
fpoint him out. The eolored man re- 
marked that he had a few tests to apply, 
and assured the proprietor that if there 
was a (Georgia mule in the lot he 
would have no difficulty in selecting him. 
He then-took off his hat and flung it 
down towards the lower end of the sta- 
ble. Jt was cut in two as bya knife, but, 
as several of the mules had kicked at it, 
it was impossible to say which had ocea- 
sioned the damage. <A glass ball was 
then thrown, and it was smashed while 
still in the air, but the same difficulty 
presented itself; and so in the case of a 
tin can rolled along the tloor with great 
violence, Finally the training of the 
colored man was equal to the emergency. 
Ile procured a soda water bottle, filled it 
with water and hurled it over the stalls. 
It was broken immediately over the 
apartment occupied by a roan mule, and, 
although the contents of the bottle were 
dripping from the animal’s back, he ap- 
peared to be asleep. lis left foot was 
also found to be wet, and then it was 
that the proprietor of the stables 
remembered that this was the Georgia 
wule. <A hole was made in the roof, the 
negro descended into the stall and led his 
prize away in triumph, but not before the 
playfnl creature had killed a small terrier 
and’ broken a wheel-barrow. 

We have used this incident as an illus- 
tration merely. What interest can the 
colored man who has undertaken the 
management of that mule, have in cur- 
rent politics? What opportunity will he 
have to go to the polls even? Thisis the 
solution of the whole matter, and this is 
why we desire to claim for the Georgia 
inule the title of reformer.

If the eotton is 
thus spun at home, and the seed ground in oil 
mills, the value of the lint wouid be doubled, as 
well as that of the seed, and employment would 
be given to double the number of persons now 
employed in planting and gathering the cotton 
crop.
